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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 29-48 and 58 in the reply filed on 
07/06/2005 is acknowledged. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 29, 30, 32-38 and 58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Pope (U.S. Patent number 6,218,774 B1) 

Regarding claim 29, Pope discloses a polarized light source comprising a 
member (230) of the group consisting of an organic electroluminescent device (231), 
said organic electroluminescent device including a mixture of a cholesteric liquid crystal 
material and an organic electroluminescent material, and an organic photoluminescent 
device (232), said photoluminescent device including a mixture of a cholesteric liquid 
crystal material (233) and an organic photoluminescent material (234) (Figs. 10-14, col. 
17, lines 65-67, col. 18, lines 1-65). 
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Regarding claim 30, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said organic 
electroluminescent device further includes a cathode and an anode layer (Fig. 1 1 , col. 
18, lines 1-65). 

Regarding claim 32, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said 
cholesteric liquid crystal material is bipolar (Fig. 1 1 ). 

Regarding claim 33, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said 
cholesteric liquid crystal material has a constant pitch (Fig. 11). 

Regarding claim 34, Pope discloses a polarized light source further comprising a 
cholesteric liquid crystal polarizing device superposed with said organic 
electroluminescent device (Fig. 11). 

Regarding claim 35, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said anode 
layer is disposed on a transparent substrate (Fig. 11). 

Regarding claim 36, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said anode 
layer is indium tin oxide (ITO) and said transparent substrate is glass (Fig. 1 1 , col. 18, 
lines 50-60). 

Regarding claim 37, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said 
transparent substrate is disposed on a cholesteric liquid crystal polarizing device, said 
cholesteric liquid crystal polarizing device being disposed on another transparent 
substrate (Fig. 11). 

Regarding claim 38, Pope discloses a polarized light source wherein said 
cholesteric liquid crystal material has a pitch distribution (Fig. 11). 

Regarding claim 58, Pope discloses a polarized light source comprising: 
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a cholesteric liquid crystal polarizing means (231); and 

means (232) for providing an unpolarized light source, said means for providing 
an unpolarized light source being a member of the group consisting of an organic 
electroluminescent device (233) and an organic photoluminescent device (234) (Figs. 
10-14, col. 17, lines 65-67, col. 18, lines 1-65). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 31 and 39-48 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

None of the prior art teaches the polarized light source wherein said cholesteric 
liquid crystal material is further mixed with a conducting polymer, said conducting 
polymer being a member of the group comprising poly(para-phenylene vinylene); 
poly(N-vinyl-carbazole); 2-(4-biphenyl)-5-(4-tert-butylphenyl)-l,3,4-oxadiazole; 2,5-bis(5- 
tert-buty1-2-benzoxazolyl)thiophen; triphenyldiamine; tris-(8-hydroxyquinoline); mixtures 
thereof, and the like.
